’At theioundatiourof anymatural language we find first of all 
a few simple cries, imitative sounds,-which m.ultiply little'Tby 
■ little, Eacli'-uvant which makes itself felt, each phenonienon- 
'■ which presents Itself to man,'suggests to him a.new word. Bo 
the language becomes immensei}^ in raots, in infricacies of 
. all sorts, to tlie^extfent of having; as in the Society Tslainls, t-hreet. 
different words to designate the tail of a dog, the tail of a bird, 
and the tail of a fish I It i.s because the mind of man as y,et only 
grasps details, and can neither comprehend nor express synthetic 
ideas. For .example, in the case, we have just cited/ man has not 
yet-been able to ^jeparafe the idea- “ tail %sfrom that of the animal 
to wliicli it belongs. Therefore this dis'concerting richness of the 
, primitive languages allows bf their expressing only a very^smalL 
number of ideas. ' 

But this chaotic accumulation of,roots, necessitates beforeiong 
a new principle—the roots 'combine and!'take additions ; this is 
'the_ beginning of a work of elimination, .which little by little, 
while diminishing first fhe number of'woi'ds, then their-coin- 
plexity, greatly increases the .fiexibilitjy ...of the language,.... It is 
thus that modern German, pvitji-twenty,-times fewer-roots and 
'many times fewer rules t-h'an 'the Aryan from .which ft (like the 


It is encouraging to..see the appearance ne'tv papei;, the 
Indnstrlalist, the first number of which was puiilished in June.

fpi’ced to work for his living through being ostracised. Instead 
of“cbliecting■ vents he never earned, aud riding, probably'on 
horseback, over liis domains ti> watch toilers earning wealth for 
him, he has been taught to feed cattle,.dig potatoes, and convey 
'■»coals. One sees thafhe, bemoan,^' the fact tivat he should have 
been made t6 soil.his hands with work, and he now looks bo the 
■world for sy mpatliy, for-hui'd labour causes aches and pains. 
Re. should know that “ L-ibour is"1i Virtue,” for that is what 
wealthy moralists tell the wtjrkers. ■ ' , ■ 

' . It is not the first time, however, that the landlord class of 
Ireland have felt the power of the boycott at the hands of the 
people they exploit. • One only need turn^bo Irish events of the 
early “ eighties,*’.'to learn of the original policy of the, Land 
League movement of'‘PAY NO KENT,” which'practically 
proclaimed itself a most effective revolutionary force, and for-a 
time even ilie British (loverniueut were powerless against it, 
until Irish political leaders hoodwinked the Land Leaguers, and 
led them from their set.purpose.' 

X'he lesson of the boycott can be learnt even from the opera- 
- tions.of the oapitalist class as against the* workers., They have 
practised it in the past, and, are* about-to exploit it..in the^near. 
fubare when they threaten to^ " loc^-out'” the-emplo'yees from 
their Wd'rk's*'becaiiserythe" letter wilt not bow to' their "terms; 
Th^'y lock up the tools of production, and legitimately ” starve 
the workers, into subjection.. They have nionoy, and cnn afl^ord, 
to rest, eat, sleep, and look on, "while hunger knows the masses.

'Ihe Press has given publicity-to what'they call the "amazing 
boycotting experiences” of .one Walter Joyce, of Oastieblakeney, 
'County Galway, for the past five, months. He ^is the ewner of 
1,897 acres, 1,234 Of which 'lie," farms ” Himself,- the. remainder 
bping held by thirty--four tenants, and others. ' Apparen-bly, the^ 
latter wished' to'purchase their holdings'—the matter tp be dis¬ 
cussed by the priucipais in the presence of the officials of the 
Land League. The tenants’ offe-r.--.included seventeen- .^pd a 
a half’years’^purchase at present rents, etc., aP abatement pf 7s., 
on the Noveiliber rents, and all arrears to be wiped off. But 
they were met by the landlord', aji^ioinbing’ November 1.2 as tbe 
day to collect Jiis rents. The tenants arrived in a body, and 
refused to pay without an'abatement of Ga. in the £. 

Then trouble began’, immediately left th.e, land¬ 

lord’s employment, his''coachman following isuit, a few days, 
■ after war d. He was then left without a single man to- do any- 
thing'on a farm'bf,about two thousand acres._ The great objeejh^ 
was to'.make it impossible foi^anj’ one to retnaia in his eraploy-" 
menfc, so'that he ■.must do everything himself—^ta make life 
.raiserable and a burden... The"'blacksmith who had done h%' 
■vi'oi’k for twenty years had, fcp refuse to shoe liia horses, fearing 
to be. boycotted himself,'fl-ls he was. threatened if he continued 
it. The'local..rabbit-catcher ^declined to carry; out his written 
contract; as it would not be 'safe for him to do ,so. The. boy¬ 
cotted landlord and mas.tcr had to cart bis own coal, seven miles 


away, once a month. On one occasion his animal wfis over- 
'ladeu, and when be appealed to a man who was passing to help 
him be refused. His-provisions he couldn’t buy locally, so they 
came by posA-from 'a distance. On Sundays the people have, 
shown such hostility tO'VTsa.rds Ipir^h his going and coming 
from church that he has' Had tol be under constant police 
'proteobion. - . ^ 

'From the foregoing statement'one can assume that landlord- 
Joyce has had a pretty miserable time from his point of view. 
He has felt, and is still'fe^bog* the lash of the boycott, a most 
formidable bub legitimate weapon advocated by Anarchists and 
practised by Irish .agriculturists (who probably have never 
read a line of Anarchism) against their oppressors. But .even

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JOHN TURNER’S VISIT iTO NORWICH. 


At last we have had the long-expected visit of John Turner, 
he arriving here on Saturday,'June 6. The weather being un¬ 
favourable, made us decidedly anxious for the morrow, which 
fortunately'turned out nauch better than we exposed. 

Sunday afternoon. Turner addressed a.meejiing in the 
.Market Place, his subject being '“The Tendencies of Trade 
TJniouistn.^^ He commenced by dealing bri* fly with the history 
of Trade Unionism from lioberc Ovveu'^s period up-.tp ihe time 
when the new Trade Unions were foriiied, the benefits these 
new Unions ga,ined for Labour,the spirit that actuated the.moye- 
ment, and which was Anally destroyed as a result of the leaders, 
entering into politics. Up td) this- point he had a very, attentive 
. - hearing from an audience nearly half of. which was cojnposed of 
I political Labour men; blit directly he spoke of Uabopr leaders 
en,tering..the political field when they knew of the additional 
salary to be had, there were protests froin' some in the audience 
who evidently did not relish their idols being attacked. .Unfor¬ 
tunately, this- has always beep the case. We destroy some gods 
onl^ to set others_jip in their place, who in their turn enslave 
. therr woi’shippers and are as difficult to remove as their prede* 
cessom Turner, concluded by pointing to-the utter failure of 
political action everywhere, mentioning Australia as a fair 
example. , ' > • . ., , 

. At the finish 6f J^s address wo had some questions. After 
these had been ausvrered, the meeting was open for roppositiou,^ 
'which was soon/forthcoming from the secretary'of the I.L.P., 
who very warmly defended the dibov^mentioned .idols, and 
-denied the failure of the 'Australian Labonr Parliament. If it 
did fail, it was because it had not sufficient time given it to 
effect anything. ([Here he must have beep in igno.rance of what 
Tom Munn and others have said ..^of the Australian Labour 
Party.) He-also mentioned old-age pensions, the reversing of 
• the .Taff Vale decision, etc., which, he said, were due to the. 
presence of the Labour Members in the Comn.pns. *His oppo- 
si^; on. was fairly intelligent and well meant, although somewhat 
sptilt by the bitterness—witjh which hS expressed himself. 
Turner in hiS reply stated that the "kind of opposition they were 
now receiving ^as offered twenty years ago by~lhe Radicals 
■ and expressed in the same spirit; and in answer to the excuse, 
that the Australian Labour Party had not sufficient time, 
reminded them of what the Commune had don'e in as many 
weeks, further telling them that this was' the same excuse the 
Liberals offer for not. performing their promises. His reply was 
appreciated by those in the audience who put principle.before 
party. The meeting,, wlrich lasted two and a half hours, was 
.yer^ succe^ful, wet- having a good collection and.a fair sale of 
literature. . ^ ' ■ 

I Ip the evening he lectured at -the Labour Church to about 
two-hundred people on “The Aims of Auarchism.-” I The lecture 
was instructive both to Anarchists apd to those wliorwere not, 
many of them hearing Anarchism for the first time. He com¬ 
menced by explaining what Socialism was, claiming -that while 
'99 per cent." of Anarchists ’'were Socialists, nJafly" Democrats 
were not. He then explained what Anarchis'm was, first 
removing the misconception.s that surround the word itself,— 
An-arch^, without* chief or "ruler,* inonarchioal or democratic. 

. Our opponents inferred that as'Anarchy meant without govern¬ 
ment, it necessarily m^ant disorder, forgetting that wherever 
-government exists, there disorder exists iilso. Turner further 
stated that while Anarchists object to man-made laws, no one 
but a lunatic would be opposed to the Jaws-of .Xnture. He, 
coucrudei.by showing the’advantages of voluntfiry-rfissqciatiqns 
. over-compulsory ones ; how our enjoyment of life is inaile up of 
the. foruier, as, for 'liistaiiq(?,'Hhe numerous club^, unions; and 
societies voluntarily organised for .recreation, ain'usemeutj and 
ipstructiou jHalso. the work of co-operative bodies of oue'descrip¬ 
tion or ano-tlier‘gave excellent examples of fre'e association. 
Our.comrade spoke for-about au hour, the audience listening 
attentively throughout. • After*t*he address there were (piestions 
and opposition, but they were ^ntiiiely different to what they 
had been in the afternoon, and offered in quite a different spirit. 
In fact, the speakers were, most courjbeous and kind in* their 
rnannen throughout. . V “ ' i 

Turner created such a favourable impression that after the 
meeting he was invited by the niembei^s of .the Labour Uhurch 
to -lec.ture for them on spme-futiure occasion,-The subject, I think, 
to be “The. ETistorical Side of Socialism,” which 1 hope he will 
-accept, as although his visits may offend some, he .will not offend 
any who really h^ave the cause of the people at heart, although 
they miy -disagree with him at first. In fact, I may say that *. 
since bis visit man y, h ave told us that they would vel-y much;

like to hear him again; and should his visits or those of any 
other comrade 9reate any soreness or sever any early associations, 
we shall be sorry, but we cannot he.lp it, .as vye intend'to-bave 
the truth told as we see it. Besides; we wa:n6**t6 hear Socialism 
as wO used to hear it from Morris and others years ago, and 
.which we bo seldom hear .now. We therefore intend occasionally 
.to‘have visits from comrades for that piirpose in order tb teach 
the people the whole truth—namely, that no politiciaua, of what- 
'ever school, ^.will help them.. .They must save themselves, for 
they yho would he free,, themselves must strike the blow.

./ SOCIALISM AND . CHRISTIANITY. 


In our last issue Conirade Ryland, taking exception terdur 
remarks on.theinistake-of mixing up Socialism with Christianity, 
says he‘fails “to see how Jesus can possibly be regarded as 
having been ,0||)posed to fhe best interests of the workers.” 

Now our fiiead is clearly’ eptitled to his opinion as to the

His days, the problems presented to us are hardly akin to those

'**of mankind—has offered solutions which must have been as far 
from His thoughts as are’.the years that separate Him from ua.'t " 
From this ariseb all the confusion as tb what vvos-really 
meant by the words He used. We can ohly^ read them as we 
would read any others; and if we protest’against preaching 
poverty, hlijmbleuess of spirit and non-resistance, it certainly 
does not f51low, as our ,,comrade implies, that we are left to 
ad vocate»“ greed for wealth, conceit and contempt for the .‘*lq.wer’" 
classes, and a spirit of revenge and hatred to build up our 
Anarchist Communibui.^’ ‘ ^ 

Weiinow there is enough wealth properly directed, to feed, ' 
clothe and house all who live in poverty. So let db preach that, 
whatever Jesus may have said. We know that humbleness of 
spirit is‘I'jtrgely the outcome of economic servitude. So let us 
p^acb economic freedom.and the dignity of human iudiyiduality, 

I' no matter howe interpret the Sermon on the Mount. Til O-ther * 
words, let our Anarchist Communism rest as it must on science 
aud knowledge, reason and justice.- And let the teachings of > 
Moses or Je&us be treated with the same discrimination . as we 
would use about Socrates or Plato, or any other great teacher 
of the past. Z 

Let.ub add, in conclusion, we have nothing but adiniration for 
our Cots wold Anarchist friends who have “turned their backs 
on the middle class,” and are living by the laboiur of their own 
hands. It is such sincerity and courage that gijves us ull hope

This small pamphlet of 22 pages (the first of a series of “ Lives of 
Great Altrurians ”) can hapdly* be expected to give even tiie barest 
details of the lives of two such people as William Godwin and*Mary 
'Woll-‘<tonecraft. As a matter of fact, we get‘here just enough to 
arouse a deep interest in them, and ^almost cjompel a further ,acquaint¬ 
ance with thpir life-woi'k and the influence ifhasiiad, and still has, on 
the,deepest of social questions. There was something phetiomeual in 
both their live.s, and “A Vindication of the Rights of Woman,” as well 
as the-“ Enquiry’ Con cery ng Political Justice.,” could only have beeii 
the fiuit of two mindS^oraltogether exceptional power'and capacity. • .
